FEELING OVER SLAYING OF A 
BANK PRESIDENT NEAR OAK­ 
LAND, KY., RISES HIGH 
Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 28. (UR)—El­ 
mer Grayson, self-confessed member 
of the bandit trio that killed a bank 
president near Oakland, 
Ky., 
today 
named two Indianapolis youths as his 
companions, police said. 
Grayson was brought here for safe 
keeping due to feeling in 
Kentucky 
over the slaying. 
He said Richard 
McNeese and Ben Orville 
were 
his 
companions. 
Grayson, 21 years old, was born and 
spent his childhood near the scene of 
the crime. 
Relating his story to offi­ 
cers he said he and his companions 
had posed as officers at Indianapolis 
and had hi-jacked a Minneapolis ban­ 
tin gang, capturing some eight or ten 
autom atic shotguns, rifles and pistols. 
“Then we planned the robbery of 
the Okland bank,” he said. 
The three arrived at the bank short­ 
ly after it opened for the day’s busi­ 
ness. 
"Dick and Ben told me to wait in 
the car a while and then come in,” 
Grayson continued. 
“I waited outside the hank for a 
few moments and then entered to put 
the money in a sack. 
J raked it ail in 
the sack and we left. Dick was driv­ 
ing. I was in the back seat. 
"As we got out of town they were 
shooting at us. 
But they shot too 
high. 
"We were milking it all right when 
th** car with Kirby, the bank presi­ 
dent, passed us 
and 
then 
around. 
We went on and 
were headed off. 
‘We turned off a side road. 
“Sheriff Henderson

He then goes on to charge that this mysterious financial 
interest would of course take control of the policy of these papers 
and concludes “I understand that such interest have secured a 
couple of hundred of such newspapers in my state; jt may have 
even reached 300.” 
The charge is so flagrant, untrue and unfounded that the 
Minnesota Editorial association, which acts for all the newspa­ 
pers of the state irrespective of party or policy, has called upon 
the senator to explain. 
The senator owes the press of the state 
an apology. 
Three hundred papers are nearly half of the papers 
of the state, and not one of them is owned by any “mysterious 
financial interest.” 
Editors are required to make a full state­ 
ment of ownership twice a year, and these statements are regu­ 
larly published and filed with the postoffice department at Wash­ 
ington in accordance with federal law. 
Those records are avail­ 
able to any senator at any time.— Morris Tribune.

IBERTY, happiness, prosperity, 
* all these wonderful things that 
we take for granted are symbolized 
best by our national flag, affec­ 
tionately known as “ Old Glory.” 
And it does not take much imag­ 
ination to visualize how much the 
designing and making of that flag 
m eant to the band of men in whose 
hands lay the destinies of an in­ 
dependent people determ ined to 
found a country, rather than be a 
colony. 
It is very appropriate, therefore, 
that the woman who made our first 
flag, should have been born on 
January I. 
For, New Y ear’s Day, 
i752, was the birthday of Betsy 
Ross, the first needlewoman of our 
country. 
And although we like to 
imagine that this is the day of 
tho business woman, it must go on 


record 
that 
Mrs. 
Ross, 
young 
bright, and very shrewd, ran a 
very prosperous upholstery busi­ 
ness on Arch street, below Third, 
in Philadelphia. She was the widow 
of John Ross, nephew of Colonel 
George Ross, who was one of the 
committee appointed by Congress 
in June, 1776, to design a suitable 
flag for the nation. George W ash­ 
ington, who was one of the com­ 
mittee, had frequently called on 
Mrs. Rosa to em broider his shirt 
ruffles and do other needlework 
for him, and so it was to her that 
he turned for advice about the 
flag, how it should bs made, so 
that it conformed to the rough 
drawing that had already been 
made embodying the ideas of the 
committee. 
Mrs. Ross objected to the six- 
pointed stars in the original de­ 
sign, suggesting in place the five-

pointed star because it was easier 
to make. 
To dem onstrate the eas<» 
with which such a star could b* 
made, the vivacious little widow 
folded a piece of paper and pro­ 
duced one by a single snip of her 
scissors. 
The sketch was redrawn 
in pencil by George W ashington, 
and with a few minor alterations, 
a banner that approxim ated to the 
ideas of Benjamin Franklin and 
others who had made suggestions, 
was adopted. 
Mrs. Ross was then 
entrusted with the work of mak­ 
ing the wonderful flag with its 
thirteen red and white stripes and 
its circle of thirteen white stars, 
which was to symbolize that the 
new nation would also be without: 
end— that it would endure for all 
time. 
And for her services, Betsy 
Ross deserves her niche in the hail 
of great American women.

head. 
The fall pig* consumed 422.3 
pounds of meal for every lot) pounds 
of pork produced and required 224 
days to reach a finished average weight 
of 172.8 pounds per head.

54 spring pigs show a profit of 84.11 
per head, while 75 ftdl pigs show an 
average profit of $4.90 pf'r head In 
spit*- of the more costly production, 
indicating that owing to hetter prices 
the fall pigs more than hold their own 
with the spring pigs.
